Total Income
0f Civilians
Doubles 1939

The total income of all civilian
residents in Los Angeles County
during 1944 was more than
twice as large as .in 1939, ac-
cording to a research report re-
Jeased here today by the South-
ern California office of the Cali-
fornia State Chamber of Com-
merce.

The report, which was pre:
pared by the State Chamber's
research department, estimates
that * individual income in Los
Angeles County in 1944 totaled
$5,114,579,000, - compared with
$2,03%,384,000 in 1939, This is a
gain of $3,077,195,000. Totals for
1942 and 1043 respectively, were
$3,684,623,000, and §$4,612,068,000.

After the collegtion of income
and social security taxes, there
was left for disposal by Los
Angeles County. civilians $4,582,-
151,000 in 1944, compared with
$1,009,896,000 in 1939, the report
estimates. Total disposable indi-
vidual incomes in the county
are placed by the report at $2,
238,469,000 in 1940, $2,820,200,000
in 1041, $3,624,342,000 in 1942,
and $4,131,952,000 in 1943.

The difference . between’ total
incomes and total disposable in-
comes. in Los Angeles County
set forth  in the report was
$532,428,000 In 1944 compared
with $37,488,000 in 1939, This re-
flects the higher income tax col-
lections by which Los Angeles
County civilians are helping to
support the war effort,

State totals of individual in-
comes were $12,521,000,000 in
1944 and $5,013,000,000 in 1839,
State totals of disposable in.
comes were $11,217,564,000 in
1944 and $4,020,761,000 in 1939.
